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PRESIDENT  AND  SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Coincident  with  the  completion  of  our  92nd  school  year, 
o-round  is  l)eing'  liroken  for  the  erection  of  two  model  cottages 
which  will  ))rovi(le  ideal  living'  accommodations  for  fifty  chil- 
dren. These  buildings  are  the  realization  of  our  ambition  for 
the  younger  boy.s  and  girls — that  they  might  live  and  play  in  an 
environment  .suitable  to  their  age. 

These  two  cottages  are  of  fireproof  construction,  two-story 
Georgian  Colonial  design  and  command  a  beautiful  view  of  the 
school  campus.  The  buildings  contain  dormitories,  play  rooms, 
sun  rooms,  diet  kitchens  and  infirmaries.  The  operation  of  these 
additions  will  then  afford  tlormitory  and  classroom  .space  in  our 
main  building  sutticient  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  constantly 
increasing'  attendance. 

The  plan  followed  by  the  architects  in  this  layout  permits 
available  ground  for  the  building  of  additional  cottages  as  the 
need  arises  and  still  leaves  undisturbed  the  many  old  trees  and 
lovely  shrubs  for  which  our  "rounds  are  noted.  Future  plans 
also  include  the  routing  of  the  service  road  from  Haldeman 
Avenue  to  the  rear  of  the  main  building  which  will  then  afford 
a  more  expansive  campus  and  playground  and  remove  the  traffic 
hazard  on  the  west  side  of  the  building. 

As  of  June,  1934,  the  number  of  children  enrolled  was  one 
hundred  and  seventy-two,  representing  a  substantial  increase 
over  the  ])revi()us  year;  of  this  number  fifty-one  were  new 
])npils.  An  unusual  occurrence  this  year  was  the  fact  that  the 
figures  showing  enrollment  were  icientically  the  same  as  the  num- 
ber of  children  in  attendance.  The  following  counties  Avere  rep-

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  children  of  a  yonnger  age  are 
seeking-  admittance  to  tlie  school  in  greater  numbers  than  here- 
tofore. During  the  four-year  administration  of  the  present 
.superintendent,  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven  new  ])upils  have 
been  admitted ;  of  this  number  one  hundred  and  fifty-five  were 
enrolled  in  the  White  Department  and  twelve  in  the  Colored 
School. 

School  activities  proceeded  throughout  the  year  without 
interritption,  although  the  term  was  shortened  two  weeks  be- 
cause of  curtailment  in  apijropriation  residting  from  loss  sus- 
tained through  the  acceptance  of  state  warrants  in  lieu  of  cash. 
The  academic  work  has  been  of  high  order — consistent  progress 
has  been  made  in  all  departments.  Thirty  students  Avere  en- 
rolled in  the  Junior  High  School  and  fifteen  in  the  Senior  High 
School. 

The  Music  Department  has  accomplished  its  usual  excellent 
work;  the  boys'  chorus  was  entered  in  the  High  School  Music 
Contest  held  at  tlie  University  of  Kentucky  and  was  given  cred- 
itable rating.  The  Boys'  Quartette  entertained  various  civic, 
fraternal  aud  religious  organizations,  always  receiving  com- 
mendation. As  customary,  our  band  furnished  the  music  for  the 
annual  Scout  AValagazlui.  These  contacts  have  been  of  value 
to  the  pupils  as  well  as  serving  to  ac(puiint  tlie  public  with  the 
work  the  school  is  doing. 

The  Manual  Training  and  Domestic  Arts  Classes,  equipping 
the  students  for  self  support,  holds  an  important  place  in  the 
.school's  curriculum.  A  display  of  this  work  was  held  at  the 
State  Fair,  at  various  meetings  of  Women's  Clubs  and  at  the 
annual  sale  to  augment  the  fund  for  the  prevention  of  blind- 
ness. 

Physical  education  classes  are  systematically  adhered  to  be- 
cause of  its  benefits  in  overcoming  physical  defects. 

Both  our  boy  and  girl  scout  troops  have  made  good  records, 
ranking  well  with  the  troops  of  other  schools. 
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The  annual  entertainment  given  for  the  Board  of  Visitors 
and  friends  included  a  minstrel  show  presented  by  the  small 
boys,  gymnastic  exhibitions,  a  program  by  the  advanced  choir 
and  selections  by  the  school  band.  The  enthusiasm  with  which 
the  entertainers  were  received  reflected  credit  on  those  who 
coached  them. 

National  and  state  holidays  were  appropriately  observed 
and  under  the  supervision  of  teachers  the  usual  round  of  enter- 
tainments, hikes,  movies,  picnics  and  bus  rides  were  enjoyed. 

Great  joy  abounded  at  Christmas  and  Easter  when  Santa 
Claus  and  the  Bunny  arrived  in  ])erson  with  gifts  for  all. 

The  atmosphere  of  happiness  manifested  throughout  the 
school  year  together  with  the  splendid  health  prevailing  among 
the  students  are  attributable  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  our  house- 
hold in  its  care  of  the  children,  the  carrying  out  of  an  active 
physical  program  and  the  well  balanced  diet  of  varying  menus. 

Interesting  evidence  of  increase  in  weights  are  seen  in  in- 
dividual health  cards  on  file  from  the  dav  of  admittance,  at 
which  time  each  pupil  undergoes  a  complete  physical  examina- 
tion by  the  school's  ])hysician.  Eminent  e3^e  specialists  make 
periodical  examinations  also  from  the  day  of  admittance  to  the 
school  in  an  effort  to  prevent  further  advancement  of  blindness. 

The  patience  and  kindness  with  which  tlie  entire  staff  per- 
sonnel has  unceasingly  displayed  toward  the  children  is  most 
praiscAvorthy,  and  it  is  their  loyal  support  which  has  made  this 
another  year  of  progress  for  the  school  and  one  of  profit  to  the 
students. 

To  the  artists  and  vaudeville  stars,  school  orchestras,  radio 
entertainers  and  managers  of  local  theatres,  we  are  grateful  for 
the  entertainments  they  made  possible  throughout  the  year.

For  their  efficient  and  faithful  services  rendered  without 
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cost  to  the  State,  we  are  deeply  grateful  to  our  eye  specialists, 
Drs.  Claude  T.  "Wolfe  and  A.  E.  Bell. 

While  equipment  and  facilities  have  been  stretched  to  care 
for  our  greatly  increased  enrollment,  we  continue  to  contact 
and  interest  prospective  pupils  throughout  the  state,  making  use 
of  the  usual  medium  of  field  workers,  county  judges,  public 
health  nurses  and  newspaper  articles  in  this  effort. 

An  added  feature  in  our  service  to  the  blind  this  year  was 
a  survey  made  of  industries  in  Louisville  looking  toward  the 
placement  of  the  school 's  recent  graduates.  Splendid  encourage- 
ment was  received  in  many  quarters,  and  sympathy  toward  the 
work  was  expressed  by  all  who  were  contacted  through  our  held 
worker.  Through  this  effort  eight  boys  and  girls  received  em- 
ployment, and  the  way  is  being  paved  for  additional  occupa- 
tional opportunities  for  them.  One  of  our  former  pupils  is 
permanently  employed  in  the  chair  caning  department  of  the 
Goodwill  Industries  where  he  is  doing  excellent  work. 

The  Colored  Department  of  the  school  has  completed  a  satis- 
factory year  under  its  particular  staff  of  teachers.  The  health 
of  these  boys  and  girls  has  been  good  and  their  application  to 
the  course  of  study  satisfactory.  The  boys'  band  has  been  ex- 
cellently trained,  rendering  acceptable  programs  at  the  school's 
annual  concert  and  at  the  meeting  of  the  Kentucky  Educational 
Association.  One  of  the  boys  is  playing  with  a  nationally  popu- 
lar orchestra. 

The  Kentucky  Workshop  for  the  Adult  Blind  is  under  the 
same  management  as  the  school.  Its  intention  is  to  employ  and 
train  blind  adults  in  an  effort  to  make  them  self-supporting. 
Finding  new  markets  for  this  merchandise  has  heretofore  been 
our  problem.  Recently,  however,  due  to  the  untiring  efforts  of 
the  management,  a  substantial  increase  in  sales  has  been  brought 
about,  resulting  in  employment  being  given  to  twenty-eight 
blind  men  during  the  past  year.  New  avenues  for  blind-made 
products  have  been  opened  through  tlie  alert  interest  of  members 
of  the  board  in  this  project  and  thus  a  greater  numl)er  of  phj^si- 
cally  handicapped  men  and  women  are  enjoying  the  independ- 
ence and  happiness  which  results  from  gainful  occupation. 

During  the  year  our  field  worker  taught  many  adults 
througliout  the  city  and  state  to  read  and  write  Braille  and  re- 
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ports  from  those  visited  indicate  that  much  pleasure  has  been 
obtained  from  reading"  books  and  periodicals  printed  in  that 
type. 

With  much  gratification  we  record  the  initial  opening?  of 
concession  stands  in  public  buildings  and  private  enterprises. 
In  every  instance  the  operators  are  doing-  creditablj^  and  are 
receiving  Avhole-hearted  support.  At  the  present  time  the  con- 
cession stands  are  in  the  following  locations,  staffed  by  blind 
operators : 


"With  the  realization  of  our  building  program,  the  school's 
enrollment  showing  a  steady  increase,  our  efforts  for  more  occu- 
pational opportunities  reaching  a  wider  field,  we  feel  that  we 
have  made  definite  contribution  to  the  cause  of  the  blind  in  the 
state.

It  is  the  ardent  wish  of  the  Board  that  every  child  who  is 
eligible,  .shall  attend  this  school  and  receive  an  education  which 
will  enable  him  to  become  a  useful,  happy  and  self-supporting 
citizen. 

The  course  of  study  is  similar  to  that  offered  hy  the  public 
schools,  but  peculiarly  adapted  for  the  blind. 

Skillful,  devoted  teachers  will  care  for  the  comfort,  health 
and  welfare  of  your  child  in  an  atmosphere  that  is  homelike  and 
wholesome. 

Letters  to  parents  are  written  periodically  so  that  they  may 
be  kept  advised  as  to  the  health  and  progress  of  the  children.  In 
case  of  illness,  children  have  expert  doctors  and  their  parents 
are  promptly  notified. 

All  children  return  to  their  homes  for  the  summer  vacation 
Init  extended  holidays  are  not  encouraged  during  the  school 
year.

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STATE  OF  KENTUCKY  OFFERS  BENEFITS  AND 
PLEASURES  OF  EDUCATION  TO  HER 
BLIND  CHILDREN 

Every  blind  child  in  Kentncky,  or  any  Kentucky  child 
whose  sig'ht  is  so  poor  as  to  prevent  it  from  attending  an  ordi- 
nary school,  can  get  a  free  education  at  the  Kentucky  School  for 
the  Blind  in  Louisville,  Kentucky.  There  is  no  charge  for  board, 
tuition  or  books. 

There  are  separate  schools  for  the  white  children  and  for 
the  colored  children,  some  distance  apart,  each  with  its  own  set 
of  teachers.  The  State  has  endeavored  to  make  these  schools 
everytliing  they  should  be  for  the  education,  hcaltli,  and  comfort 
of  the  blind  children  of  Kentucky.  The  buildings  are  large  and 
beautifully  situated  on  rolling  grounds  with  magnificent  forest 
trees,  and  filled  with  every  possible  device  for  the  training  of  the 
blind.  The  teachers  are  the  best  that  can  be  had,  thoroughly 
experienced  in  teaching  those  who  cannot  see. 

The  school  session  opens  the  second  Wednesday  of  Septem- 
ber, and  closes  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  the  children  go- 
ing to  their  homes  for  the  summer  vacation. 

To  get  into  the  school,  it  is  necessary  that  the  child  have  too 
little  sight  to  attend  an  ordinary  school,  be  between  six  and 
eighteen  years  of  age,  have  a  sound  mind,  be  free  from  disease, 
and  a  resident  of  Kentucky.
